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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments do not overcome the art of 
record. Namely with regards to the argument that Ben-Haim does not disclose a macro to take a final vitals, print a report and stop 
recording information, attention can be directed to the looping algorithm system Ben-Haim uses for the purpose of controlling output data 
from image/ecg acquisition. The schematics show a representation of what the computer code (see macro) would be accomplishing from 
figure 15-18. This includes stopping the loop, thereby ending up with a "final vitals measurment" as would pertain to ecg data. 
Additionally, the combination teaches printing a report, which was already correlated to "displaying" information, as it is extremely well- 
known both in the imaging art, and the computer programming art to provide the ability to print data/images/or figures as a convenient 
manner of accessing information (Gilboa). Finally with regard to claim 14, Gilboa et al disclose a method for acquiring parallel plane data, 
and constructing a 3d model, whouch would of course include an outside surface. Finally, as Gilboa et al describe the use of landmark 
points on the image relative to the probe. Placement and reference of these points would include using external portions of the imaged 
organ as "landmarks" and use of a computer graphics image at a workstation to mark those points would use a "cursor" or "pointer" to 
designate the portion of the image being marked. 
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
